I put aſhore at one of 
them, and took into my Boat three hundred Pen- 
guins, in teſs than half an hour, and could have 
taken three thouſand in the time, if my Boat 
would have carried em; for tis but driving em 
in Flocks to the ſhore, by the Boat fide,” where 
two or three Men knock them on the head with 
ſhort Truncheons, and the reſt heave them into 
the Boat; the Seals will run over a man, if he does 
not avoid em: mean time the Ship was ſtanding 
to the Northward: About 2 Leagues off many 
broken Rocks and foul Ground lie among theſe 
Iſlands, and without the Point of the outermoſt it 
makes a great Ripling, which is the ſtrength of

This morning at 7 a Clock I manned both my 
Boats, and went into the Harbour; the Ship rode 
moored at the Harbour: mouth, within the Muſcle 
benk, in fix Fathom at low water: I ſent my Men 
upon the Hills on the North. ſnore to look a- 
bed for the Pink, and made a Fire in the dry 
Graſs, that ſhe might ſee the ſmoak: if ſhe were 
thereabouts, but they could not ſee her. I found- 
ed the Harbour in many places to day at low wa- 
ter, and found it a very good one for great Ships 
to ride in, provided they have good Cables and 
Anchors. I ſearched the ſhore, but found no 
Wood, and very little freſh water. On the Hilly 
and large Downs, very few Buſhes, but dry, long 
Graſs growing in Tufts and Knots. The Soil is 
gravelly and dry, in ſome Valleys welt mixt with 
black Mould : no People, fire or ſmoke but our 
own, to be ſeen. I ſaw ſeveral places where thei 
had lain, behind Buſhes upon Grafs, which the 
had plucked up, and that they had made ſmall 
fires, and roaſted Limpets and Muſcles: T he

Rocks on the Main like great Walls; near 
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| lay Wooll, Feathers, boties of Beaſts, and ſhivers 


of Flints: I went to a Flag which J left on a Hill 


yeſterday with Beads at it, but finding no body  - 


ad been at it, let it ſtand. No Beaſts ſeen any 
where, except two Hares running over the Hills: 
This day we were taken up with viewing the Har- 
bour, ſo that we did not advance above a mile and 
2 half into the land. Ia the Valleys between the 


Rocks grow abundance of wild Peaſe, which had 


green leaves and bluiſh bloſſoms, both taſting like 
greenPeaſe leaves in England grow ing on vines and 

tangled together; allo very ſweet ſmelling herbs 

much like Tares, very green; and white and yel- 
low flowers; likewiſe green herbs much likeSage, 

but grow in knots near the ground like Lettice ; 
Theſe Herbs with the Peaſe leaves, make 4 good 
Sallad to refreſh ſuch as were inclining to the 
Scurvy ; for want of which freſh Trade ſeveral of 
my Men were falling into it. Here are abundance 
of very good Muſcles and Limpets on theRocks, 


and an Iſland frequented by many Seals, and 


Fowls : In the River were pied Divers as big as 
Ducks, ſome of em grey and black ſhags; Ducks 
and other ſea Fos breed on them amongſt the 
Rocks and Bufhes. To day I went upon one of 

theſe Iſlands, and caught as many young black 
Shags in their neſts as loaded the Pinnace; when 


I have diſcover d better the particulars of the 


Fowls and other things ſeen here, I will mention 
them hereafter: Night coming on, and it begin- 
ning to blow hard, I went on board with Herbs, 
Fowls, and what elſe T had got to day; and di- 
vided all things equally among the Company, the

Man s; it blew very hard this Evening, and loo. 


ed very black in the South weſt,an ordinary gale; 
I kept a Light out all Night in the Poop for the 
Pink: this day ail the Company eat of young 
Seals, and 3 and commended them for 
good Food: I judged this a very fit Harbour to 
fit the Ship in, — the main Maſt muſt be un- 
rig d, and a new gang of ſhrouds fitted, and Bal- 
laſt; be had; and it might be a means to fall in 
with the Pink; for from the tops of the Hills 
we could ſee a great way into the Sea; fo that if 
ſhe ſhould come near the Coaſt, ve could not 
mils her.. 

We found 2 93 of freſh Water, one in a 
Valley cloſe by the Water fide, in a gully above 


25 the Ship, half a mile up the River; the other up 


2 Valley between the Rocks, juſt a-breſt where 
the Ship. 225 about half a mile from the River's 
ſide, right from Coopers: Bay in the ſame Valley;

IV. Of the Louſe of the Whale,  -_ 


The Whales Louſe hath no reſemblance at all 
to our Lice, except in the Head, and thereſore 
it belongs rather to the Cruſtaceous Animals. 

"Their Scales are as hard as thoſe of the Prawns. 

They have a Head like a Louſe, with 4 Horns; 
the two ſhort Horns that ftand out before have 
two knobs, like Kettledrum-· ſticks; the two other 
bended Horus are ſbarp before, Its Head bath 
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almolt the ſhape of an Acorh, is cit der deep 


behind. It hath two Eyes, and but one No- 
ſtril. The Neck is not made of ſtiff Scales, but 
its Skin is like that between two 'Stales or 
Plates of a Lobſter.

The Tail 5 be compa- 
red unto.a Shield, but it is very ſhort. On the 
foremoſt Plate it hath Feet ſhaped like à Sythe;

They dye ſoon after they are out of the Water,

They 
have a great variety of colours, that look more 
glotious when they are alive than when they 
are dead, for when they are a dyiug the colours 
fade and grow pale, From his Back towards 
the Side he hath black Stroaks. The upper- 
- moſt part of his Back is blue till to the mid- 
dle, and the other half underneath it is green, 
and as if ſome blue did ſhine through it. Un- 
derneath his Belly he is as white as Silver, and 
his Finns are white every where. All the co- 
lours of this Fiſh Thine like to a Silver or Gol- 
den Ground; done over with thin, tranſparent 
or illuminating colours. Their Eyes are black. 
It is the beautifulleſt Fiſh of all that ever I aw. 
This that I deſcribe here was catched in the 
North Sea; afterwards, on the 27th day of 
Fane, 1n the Year 1673. we did catch ſome 
Macarels behind Scotland, by the Iſland of 
St. Kilda, which were half blind; it is occaſio- 
ned by a black Skin that groweth over their 
Eyes in the Winter, and cometh off again n 

the 
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the beginning of the Summer. We do not ſee 
them in the Winter, ſor they run towards the 
North: In the Summer we ſee them in the 
North Sea, and I have ſeen them alſo in Spain. 
We caught them after the following manner; 
we faſtened a Bullet that weighed about two 
or three pounds to a Line, about a Fathom di- 
ſtance from the end, whereon we had faſtened 
a Hook; this Hook we baited with a piece of a 
red Cloth, and fo we flung it into the Sea, 
and towed it behind our Ship, then when the 
Macarel doth ſwiftly ſhoot at it, he bites upon 
the Hook, and ſo is hung, which you preſently 
perceive by its pulling, as you do when you 
catch any other Fiſh, notwichſtanding that 
the Rope of its on accord doth pull or draw 
very hard, by reaſon of the Sea, ſo that if you 
ſhould rowl it about your Hand, it would he- 
numb your Hand in a little time to that de- 
gree, that you would not be ſenſible, if one 
ſhould cut it; wherefore they rye their Ropes 
to the carved Work on the Stern of the Ship, 
ſo that ſometimes many of them are tyed to the 
Ship by one another, when the Ship ſails apace, 
but this doth hinder the Ship very much in its 
ſailing, and 1 dare ſay two ſuch Ropes draw 
as much as a Man's Stength. They catch 
them alſo with Herring, with a piece whereof 
they bait the Hook, at which they bite ſooner 
than at ared piece of Rag or Cloth. They

Is is peculiar to this Fiſh to have two Finns 
on his Back, the foremoſt. whereof hath very 


long Strings, about 'two inches high above the 


Back; the hindmoſt Finn of the Back is not fo 


high, bur yet it goeth a great way all along the 


Back, and hath no ſuch Strings. He hath no 


Gills, in the room of them he hath two blow- 
ing holes in his Neck, and on each fide of theſe 
holes there are two ſhort Finns, and underneath 
theſe, on each ſide a broad one: Underneath 


his Belly he hath a long very narrow Finn, that 


reaches to the Tail. His Head is oblong, com- 
pos'd of many Bones: He hath before on his 
Noſe a rais'd part: His Tail is about an inch 
broad: His Body is long, thin, and roundiſh; 
of a greyiſh filver Colour, and ſhining :' His 
Shape is likeſt to that of a young Hay, as well 
the Head as the reſt of the Body. They are 
caught between the Bears-Iſiand and Spit ⁊bergen. 
We got one off of Hitland, when our Cook 
flung out his Bucket for Water, in which he 
took up one with ſome ſmall Fiſh of the ſhape

formed me of ſome other ſmall Fiſh, that ate in 
the deep holes between the high Mountains, in

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| III. Of the Dolphin. 
This is alſo a common Fiſh, becauſe we ſee 

them in great Numbers, every where in the Sea, 
chiefly before a Storm or hard Weather, for 
then they jump in great Numbers out of the Sea, 
like Sea/es. The Head of it, chiefly. che Noſe, 
is very like that of the Places Head. Its Mouth 
is full of little ſharp Teeth. He hath a Finn on 
the middle of his Back, which is hollow?d out 
towards the Tail, like an half-Moon. On its 
Belly are two Finns, like thoſe, of the Whale; 
theſe Finns are not like them of ſmall. or little 
Fiſhes, that are boney, join'd: together with a 
thin Skin, but chey are all over fleſhy, and co- 
vered with a thick Skin, and made of jointed 
Bones within. The Tail is broad, and of the 
ſame ſha pe as that of the Whale, but it is not 
cut in, and is crooked from one end to the 
other, like a Sickle. He hath two ſmall round 
Eyes. The greateſt part of the Body is of a 
black colour, but the Belly is white; they are 
five or ſix Feet long. They run very ſwift 
againſt the Wind, as an Arrow: They are ge- 
nerally caught by chance. Becauſe Figures 
thereof are in other Books, I did not think it 
convenient to delineate him. c 


IV. Of the Butskopf, or Place's Head. 


L The Bas toy 's Head is blunt before, where- 
on is a Bill or Beak of an equal bigneſs all along, 
| 1 which 
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which diſtinguiſhes him from the Dolphin, 
which is thicher behind, and more pointed be- 
fore. The Finns are like thoſe of the Dolphin, 
but the foremoſt on his Belly are liker thoſe of 
the Whale; its Tail is alſo liker a Whale's. He 
hath a Spoxt-hale above in his Neck, whereout 
he ſpouts the Water, but not with ſuch a 
ſtrength, nor ſo high as a Whale doth. There 
is alſo a difference in the ſound: of the Fiſhes, 
for this, when he bloweth out Water, makes 
but a ſmall noiſe, but the blowing of a Whale 
Toareth that you may hear it afar off, His Eyes 
are very ſmall in proportion to his bigneſs, I 
have ſeen them ſixteen, eighteen, and ſome- 
times twenty foot long. Their Back is of a 
brown colour; the Head brown and marbled ; 
underneath their Belly they are white. They 
run very near unto the Ships, ſo that one may 
puſh at them with a Stick, and they keep up 
with a Ship for a long time, which other Fiſhes 
do not, for when they ſee the Ships they are 
afraid of them. They all ſwim againſt the 
Wind, as Whales, Finn-fiſh, and Dolphins; I am 
of opinion, that they endeavour to Tun away 
from the Storm, and that they find ſome Pain 
or other in their Bodies ſome Days before, for 
you ſhall ſee ſome Fiſh tumble about ſtrangely 
in the Water, which I do not take to be play- 
ing, and this generally continues. until their 
Tormentor the Eaſt. Wind ceaſes. Weſaw ano- 
ther ſort of great Fiſhes, that might rightly bg 
called Burskopf, for their Head is quite blunt 
beſore, and have a Finn that ſtands up three 
N a times 
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times higher than the other Burskopf has; they 
are ſomewhat of a darker brown Colour, but 
of the ſame bigneſs. We ſaw them tumble ſe- 
veral times out of the Water; one might eaſily 
take them, becauſe of their high Finn that 
ſtands on the top of their Back. They are not 
Sword-fiſh, nor of the ſame kind we call Tum- 
blers, which we ſee between the Elbe and the

I do not by this Name mean the Fiſh we 
call fo here in our Country, that are but ſmall, 
but I mean a bigger ſort, as large as a Batskopf, _ 
in ſhape like a Whale, and without Finns on 
his Back ; he hath two Fins on his Belly, as 
I am informed by others that have caught them. 
The Tail is like unto a Whale's. He hath a 
Spout- hole on his Head; he hath alſo an Hoffel 
on his Head like a Whale. He is of yellowiſh 
white colour. He hath Fat enough in propor- 
tion to his bigneſs; I was told by them that 
had caught one, that they did fill a Barrel of 
Fat from one; but this Fat is very ſoft, and 
the Harpoon eaſily breaks out, wherefore they 
do not care to catch them. When we ſee plenty 
of them, the Skippers ſay, it is a ſign of a 
good Year for catching of Whales; for, it theſe 
find good Food, the Whales find the ſame alſo. 
We ſaw on the 19th of Jane ſome hundreds of

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| The ET is but ſeldom fan in dhele panne 
neither had I the good Fortune to meet with 
one ia all my Voyage; and yet ſometimes ma- 
ny of them are ſcen. I do not find that the 
Cuts that I have ſeen in ſome Books agree with 
the deſcription that I heard thereof; for I was 
inform'd, that he hath no Finn on his Back, as 
he is draws, he hath alſo. a Spout-hole in his 
Neck.

They do not fling away the Hays in Spain, but 
ſell them: The little ones are the beſt. They 
are very eager after Man's Fleſh, and eat many 
a Man that goeth to ſwim or waſh in the Sea, 
whereof we have many Inſtances; They are 

eaſily caught after the following manner; we 
take a great Hook faſtned to a ſtrong Iron 
Chain, baited with apiece of Fleſh, and let it hang 
down into the Sea; the Hay, as ſoon as he doth 
perceive it, ſnaps at it, and is catch'd; but 
when the Hay perceives that he is faſt, he doth 
uſe his utmoſt endeavour to bite gff the Hook, 
which he cannnot for the Iron.

The ſmalleſt Whale- bone is before, in his 
Mouth, and behind towards his Throat; and 
the middlemoſt is the greateſt and longeſt, it 
is ſometimes about two or three Men's length, 
from whenceè you may eaſily conjecture how 
large this Fiſh mult be.
